He advised 
Canistello to return to Tucson this m orn­ 
ing and to give him self up and to make a 
statement of the affair. This the man 
promised to do, but this morning he had 
disappeared, anil as his saddle was gone it 
is supposed that he caught a horse that 
came to wafer aud hied himself to the 
land of the “ Manana.” The people of L>os 
Reales took tl;e dead man after the Cor­ 
oner’s inquest and buried him to-day.

Regarding the con­ 
duct of the police, no Government could 
accept mere newspaper reports as a basis 
for procedure, especially when snch re­ 
ports are highly colored.

So far as can be gleaned from the synop­ 
sis telegraphed, the decision of the Inter­ 
state Commission amounts to tliisr 
That 
the railroads must jndge for themselves 
what is or is not infraction of the inter­ 
state law—the Commission will not, in ad 
vanee of complaint, prescribe rules o f ac 
tion for carriers. 
But as an aid to correct 
interpretation of the law concerning the 
long-and-short-hmil clause, the Commis­ 
sion give expression to the view that the 
prohibition against a greater charge for a 
shorter than fin- a longer distance,-over the 
same line in the same direction, is limited 
to cases in which the circumstances and 
conditions are substantially similar. 
Of 
these conditions and circumstances the 
railroads, however, must themselves judge 
whether they are within the meaning of" 
the law or not. 
When the roads, at thei 
own risk, have judged and acted, then the 
Commission may pass upon the matter. Of 
course this amounts to saying that the pre­ 
cedents are to be made, and that railroads 
must “ take the chances,” so to speak, un­ 
til a line of decisions, following complaints 
made, has clearly settled all doubts con­ 
cerning the law. 
The Commission further 
say : 
The existence of actual competition, which is 
oí controlling force in respect to truilie imjxirt- 
ant in amount, may make out dissimilar cir­ 
cumstances and conditions entitling the carrier 
to charge less for a longer than for a shorter 
haul over the same line in the same direction, 
m the foHowuig case*: 
When the competition is with carriers by 
water, which are not subject to the provisions of 
the statute.

Before the meeting opened it became 
known that General Boss of Austin Texas 
had received a letter from the Adjutant- 
General of the United States Army, staling 
that the President had approved the recom­ 
mendation and the Secretary of War liad 
been instructed to return all Confederate 
nags in custody of the War Department to 
the Southern States, to the regiments from 
which the flags had been captured. 
General Fairchild entered the hall with 
stern features, hardly waiting for the usual 
formalities of 
meeting the one-armed 
leader, and burst forth with the bitter ex­ 
pressions recorded above. 
He told of news received bv telegraph 
that the President had approved of the 
return of the “ rebel ” flags, and how these 
flags had been won by veterans of the 
Grand Army of the Republic in open con­ 
flict with the enemies of the nation. The 
veterans had placed their trophies in the 
care of tbe War Department, to be kept 
in tbe archives of the nation as mementoes 
of tbe hard-won fields of battle. 
He continued :

Washington, June I6th.—Adjutant-Guf!- 
eral Drum appears to have rushed head­ 
long into the general delivery of captured 
Confederate flags, without due caution, and 
his solicitude for requests for their delivery 
by Southern Governors and preparations 
made for their surrender, promise to give 
no end of trouble to the Tresident. It is 
understood that some sort of permission to 
give up one Hag has been constructed into 
a consent for a general surrender, and 
Adjutant-General Drum even goes so far as 
to say that the flags held by loyal States 
must be given up. It is evident here that 
unless some restricting orders shall go forth 
the excitement that the proposed return of 
the flags will produce will be greater than 
the one caused by the veto of the depend­ 
ent pension bill. 
WHAT THE ADJUTANT GENERAL SAYS. 
Washington, June Kith.—Adjutant-Gen­ 
eral Drum, in answer to a query in regard 
to tbe return to the Southern States of all 
the flags and standards and colors which 
were captured by the Union army from the 
Confederates during the war, said ■ •• We 
are going to return them to all the States 
North and South.

Post says: Adjutant-General Drum is the 
only person in authority here who appears 
disposed to talk about the order relative to 
the return of the rebel battle flags.

Gen­ 
eral Drum has these trophies in his charge. 
What his share in the matter is can per­ 
haps be best learned from the following in­ 
terview :

W ashington, June 16th.—The following 
letter was sent to the Secretary of War by 
the President to-day, in regard to the dis­ 
position of the flags captured by the Union 
forces during the late war : 
1 have to-day considered with more care than 
when the subject was neatly presented to me, 
the action of your Department directing letters 
to be addressed to Governors of ail tlie States, 
offering to return, if desired, to the loyal States 
of the Union the flags captured during the war 
of the rebellion by the Confederate forces aud 
afterward» recovered by Government troops, 
and to the Confederate States the flags captured 
by the Union forces, all of which for many 
years have been packed in iwixes and stored in 
the cellar and attic of the War Department. I 
am of the opinion that the return of these flags 
in the manner thus contemplated is not author­ 
ized by any existing law, nor justified as an 
Executive act. 
I request, therefore, that no 
farther steps be taken in the matter, except to 
examine and inventory these flags and adopt 
proper measures for their presi rvation.

direction as to the final disposition of them 
shall originate with Congress

MORE OF THE PRESIDENT'S EXPLANATION. 
W ashington, June 16th.—The following 
statement with regard to the President's 
action concerning tlie proposed return of 
battle flags was made at the White House 
to night to a representative of the Asso­ 
ciated Press : When tbe question was pro­ 
posed to the President by the Adjutant- 
General, an important feature suggested 
was to return to the loyal States the flags 
which had been captured by the Confeder­ 
ates and retaken by our army at tte time 
of the collapse of the rebellion. They, 
with sucli Confederate flags as had been 
captured from the enemy by our troops, 
bad, it was represented, for' a long time 
lain uncared for and neglected, packed 
away in boxes in tlie War Department, and 
had been removed to the attic as a better 
place for the safe-keeping and disposition 
of the flags, which seemed to be answering 
no good purpose where they were, and tlie 
consideration was represented to the Pres­ 
ident that some of the flags had been re­ 
turned to loyal States upon their re­ 
quest in individual cases, and the rest, if 
desired, 
might 
as 
well 
be 
returned 
together. The return of the Confederate 
flags, which were witli tbe others in tbe 
Department, was suggested, but there was 
not tbe slightest thought of interfering in 
any way with the captured flags now held 
by any State. The right of the Depart­ 
ment to make these returns being ques­ 
tioned by the President, such right was dis­ 
tinctly asserted and precedents alleged, 
and thereupon his oral assent was given to 
the proposed action. The mutter was dis­ 
missed from his mind until comment 
thereupon within tlie last day or two 
brought it again to his attention, when, 
upon personally examining the law and 
considering the subject more carefully, lie 
satisfied himseif that no disposition of 
these flags could be made without Con­ 
gressional action. 
Whereupon, 
he di 
rected a suspension of operations by tiie 
letter made public this morning. 


T h e - N ew E ra in Astronomy. — The 
photographic chart of the entire heavens, 
which has been definitely decided upon by 
tbe International Astronomical Congress 
at Paris, will be prepared on a uniform sys­ 
tem at observatories in all parts of the 
globe. The negatives are to be taken wrth 
refracting telescopes of thirty-three centi­ 
meters (about 
thirteen 
inches! 
aper­ 
ture. upon a scale ot sixty millimeters 
(about two and one-third inches) to a de­ 
gree. Two views are to be secured, the 
first being expected to represent ail stars 
down to the fourteenth magnitude, and the 
second, of short exposure so as to insure 
greater sharpness and accuracy of image, 
to register down to the eleventh magnitude 
only. If four square degrees is agreed 
upon as the size of the field, more than 
10,000 plates of each series will be required 
to complete the undertaking. 
Each ob­ 
servatory will be assigned a distinct area of 
the sky. Already four observatories in tbe 
Northern Hemisphere and two in the 
Southern have arranged to take part in the 
work, and many others expect to do so. 
The cost to each observatory is placed at 
$20.000.

OEG'TION l .~ EVERY PARENT, GUARDIAN 
p or other peison in the State of California 
having control and charge of any child or 
children between the ages of eight and fourteen 
years, shall 1h? required to send any such child 
or children to a punlic school for a’period of at 
least two-thirds of the time during which a 
public school shall be taught in each city, or 
city and county, or school district in each school 
year, commencing ou the first day ot July, in 
the year of our Lord one thousand eight hun­ 
dred aud seventy-four, at least twelve weeks of 
which shall be consecutive, unless such child 
or children are excused trom such attendance 
by the Board of Education of the city, or city 
and county, or of the Trustees of the school 
district in which such parents, or guardians, or 
other persons reside, upon its being shown to 
their satisfaction that his or her Ixidily mental 
condition has been such as to preven:: attend­ 
ance at school or application to study for the 
period required, or that the parents or guardians 
are extremely poor, or sick, or that such child 
or children are taught in a private school, or at 
home, in such branches as are usually taught in 
the primary schools in this .State, or have al­

THE 
(ASET CASE. 


J u d g e V an F le e t A dm it* th e D efendant'* 
S tatem en ts in E vid en ce. 
Y esterday m orning Judge V an Fleet an ­ 
nounced that he had decided to take testi­ 
m ony, with the ju ry excluded from the 
Court-room, 
to enable 
him to decide 
w hether the statem ents m ade by the de­ 
fendant to Chief D itlm an after his arrest 
for the burglary upon w hich he is now- 
being tried were voluntary or influenced by 
prom ises or threats. 
Chief D illm an testified th at no induce­ 
m ents were offered, nor threats made—the 
statem ents were purely voluntary. 
C. L. Cox, at present a prisoner in the 
county jail, stated th at he was a special 
officer at th e tim e Casey was arrested, and 
th at he heard the C hief subsequently say, 
in the presence of W tu. A rlington, J. M. 
Sullivan and F ra n k Rider, th at if the 
prisoner had not confessed he would have 
had the floor of the cell removed and Casey 
buried. 
• 
Officer Farrell was called and testified 
th at Chief D illm an had said to him th at he 
had told Casey that he would lock him up 
u ntil he confessed. 
T he officer was not 
certain as 10 the language, and adm itted 
th at the Chief m ight have said th at he 
locked Casey up until he comessed. 
T. C. Casey, the defendant, testified to 
being taken to the C h iefs office after being 
arrested. T he Chief asked him w here his 
room was, and w hen he did not tell the 
C hief grew furious, shook his fist in his 
face, and exclaim ed : 
“ G 
d 
you, I 
will bury you in a dark cell u ntil you tell, 
if it takes six weeks or six m onths.” 
Officers Sullivan and Y ager were in the 
office when D illm an m ade the threats. 
T he Chief afterw ards m otioned them to re­ 
tire, and the prisoner then agreed th at they 
should go to the room w hich he (Casey) 
had occupied. 
T he C hief prom ised th at'if 
w itness would tell w here the room was he 
w ould then let him go. 
Officer Sullivan aud F ran k Yager were 
sw orn and testified th at they had never 
heard the Chief threaten Casey, and had 
never seen him shake his fist at the pris­ 
oner. 
Judge V an Fleet decided th at the state­ 
m ents and confession m ade by the defend­ 
an t to C hief D illm an should be adm itted. 
H e said th at even Casey had failed to state 
th at the Chief of Police threatened him in 
regard to a confession, the only threat 
alleged having been m ade in reference to 
th e w hereabouts of a room . 
T he case was then resum ed, C hief Dill- 
m an testifying substantially as at the pre­ 
lim inary exam ination as to Casey’s taking 
him to his room , w here several hundred 
dollars in coin, including the M exican $20 
piece alleged to have been taken from Sen­ 
ator W alrath's room, were found, and also 
tw o bottles of chloroform , burglars’ key, 
padded stockings, etc. 
T he Chief was on 
th e wilness-stand until 4 v. m., and was 
followed by F ran k Yager, officer Sullivan 
and Sheriff Drew. 
T he only new evi­ 
dence, not given at the prelim inary ex­ 
am ination, was that of the Sheriff, which 
related to the bringing back of the prisoner 
from B righton after his escape from jail. 
In a conversation w ith Casev, the latter 
referred to the Constable having fired a 
shot at him . T he Sheriff said he wished 
it had h it him . 
Casey responded th at he 
w ished so, too. H e subsequently rem arked 
th at he did not th in k the Sheriff could 
blam e him for trying to escape, when he 
had such a nice fam ily and had so m uch 
reason to wish for freedom, to»w hich the 
Sheriff responded th at he did not blam e 
him , but he should have thought of his 
fam ily before com m iling the crim e for 
w hich he was im prisoned. 
Casey replied 
th at he was forced to it. 


-

T his was followed by 
the luau.

Highnesses the Princess K eliiahonui and 
K aiauianaole, th e Chief Justice and Mrs. 
Judd, his Excellency H on. Paul P. Kanoa, 
his Excellency H on. I,. Aholo and Mrs. 
Aholo, his Excellency Hon. A ntone JRosa, 
Vice C ham berlain and Governor of O ahu, 
and M rs. Rosa, Major the H ob. and Mrs. 
P arker and M ajor A. B. Hayley. 
T he tables, four in num ber, were spread 
w ith every dish of H aw aiian food th at can 
be m entioned, and presented a very tem pt­ 
ing appearance. 
It was one of the most 
bountiful repasts ever laid out in this city 
a la H aw aiian. T he visiting Masons were 
loud in th eir praise of the hospitality of 
his Majesty. 
After am ple justice had been done to the 
m any good things, his Majesty rose and 
s a id 'th a t on last T hursday evening they 
were present at a banquet, and this after­ 
noon at a native H aw aiian feast. 
H e was 
delighted to see such a large gathering. 
T he H aw aiians were accustomed to give 
luaus. 
H e was glad to welcome the vis­ 
itors to his shores. The sentim ents ex­ 
pressed at the banquet pleased him very 
m uch. 
H e could see on this occasion the 
sam e persons who were present at the ban­ 
quet. 
H e would not call upon them to 
speak, but asked them to drink the health 
of Most W orshipful G rand Master A tk in ­ 
son, and announced that his Excellency 
A ntone Rosa would act as interpreter. The 
toast was drank standing. 
T he G rand 
M aster addressed his 
M ajesty and her 
Royal Highness, and, after expressing grat­ 
itude for the sentim ent, sa id : 
“ W hen I sat down to the banquet given 
by our H onolulu brethren at the Royal 
H aw aiian H otel on Thursday evening last 
I thought, and so expressed m yself at the 
tim e, that I beheld a m ost magnificent

H is Majesty desires to 
know if I have eaten of the dog.

swer is that I have done so. and from the 
flavor I pronounce it a very respectable dog, 
too. 
My stay in your beautiful city has 
been one continuous round of pleasure. 
In fact, I have had so m uch enjoym ent 
and am so favorably impressed w ith the 
people and the place that I am about 
ready to say, if 1 can obtain m y wife’s 
consent, that 1 will m ake m y future hom e 
in H onolulu. 
Should I fail in this, there 
will yet be left th e gratifying consolation 
that when I return to m y native country I 
shall be able to m ake m y friends at hom e 
green with envy over w hat 1 have seen and 
w hat they have m issed. T his occasion is 
one of deep interest to m yself and those 
who accompany me, and in conclusion I 
desire to thank your Majesty m ost sincerely 
for the m agnificent entertainm ent. The 
scene before m e I shall never forget. 
In 
the years th at are to come it will form a 
bright picture, around which m em ory will 
love to linger, and in th e language of the 
poet I can truly say : 
“ Long, long be my heart w ith these memories 
filled, 
I.ike the vase In whieli roses have oft been dis 
tilled, 
You m ay break, you may shatter the vase if you 
will, 
But the scent of the roses will hang rouud it 
stilL” 
H is M ajesty then proposed as th e next 
toast “ A griculture,” and called upon Sena­ 
tor W illiam Johnston, M aster of the State 
Grange of California, to respond, w hich he 
did in a very entertaining and interesting 
m anner.

A C h ild 's N arro w E scap e fro m a F rig h t­ 
fu l D e a th . 
A bout 2:15 p. m. yesterday, sm oke was 
observed com ing out from beneath the side­ 
w alk in front of H . W achhorst’s jew elry 
store, on the north side of J street, between 
T hird and F ourth. 
Mr. W achhorst about 
th at tim e heard his little boy, a child of 
three years, w ho was playing in the base­ 
m ent, scream , and rushing down the stairs 
he found the basem ent filled w ith smoke, 
a quantity of hay, packing-boxes, etc., 
bnrniDg, and the little boy’s clothing in a 
blaze. H e quickly caught the youngster up 
and extinguished the tire threatening him , 
but w hile he was so doing the flame 
scorched his face, burned h is eyebiows 
com pletely off and singed his w hiskers 
and hair. T he child's hair was also burned, 
but he escapad injury. It was custom ary to 
leave som e m atches and a candle in the 
basem ent for use in exam ining the prem ­ 
ises before closing for the night, and the 
child w hile playing, found the matches 
and set fire to som e o f the inflam m able 
stuff near him . 
As soon 
as 
the fire 
was discovered, an alarm was turned in 
from box 34, and the firemen rallied with 
the prom ptness for which the departm ent 
has become noted. 
Mr. W achhorst in ­ 
formed them it would be im possible to go 
into the basem ent from the store, as a man 
could not five down there, and suggested 
attacking th e blaze from the rear of the 
premises. 
There, however, the firemen 
were impeded by iron doors, so strong and 
well fastened as to suggest that the place 
was well protected against burglars. 
The 
outer doors opened outw ard, rendering it 
extrem ely difficult to force them , and the 
inner doors were barred so thoroughly that 
it required the exertion of m uch muscle 
and the loss of a great deal of tim e to 
secure an opening. 
T his done, however, 
the fire was quickly subdued, as two 
stream s were ready to be used as soon as 
there was a chance. 
Other stream s were 
also brought into service beneath the side­ 
w alk on J street. A section of hose in the 
rear of the building, and another on J 
street, bursted. the latter giving a crowd of 
spectators an unpleasant bath. 
T he after­ 
noon was warm , the basem ent close and 
the firemen had a rough tim e of it for 
a w hile, ow ing to the heat and sm oke, the 
latter being for a tim e suffocatingly dense 
w here th e m en were working. 
There was 
no w ater used in the store, as the fire did 
not get in, b ut the sm oke aud heat m ust 
have caused considerable damage, and will 
occasion m uch inconvenience for a while.

a chance to add a few of the gam y bass to 
their catch. O f course the slough is apt to 
overflow during severe winters, but it al­ 
ways rem ains full of fish nevertheless.

COJDIERCIAL. 


T im M anuel* in WYalcli th e D ecision is 
V iew ed by th e B a ilro a d O fficials. 
[S. F. Bulletin, June 16th.] 
The decision of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, n synopsis of which is pub- 
i lisbed elsewhere, relative to the interpreta­ 
tion of the vexatious fourth section of the 
celebrated enactment, was received with 
general satisfaction by the officials of the 
Southern Pacific Company in this city. In 
addition to the long press dispatches, tele­ 
grams came from the officials Kast corrob­ 
orating the essential points of the ruling. 
In very brief summary, the ruling, which 
is given in the test case of the Louisville 
and Nashville Company, is that the Com­ 
mission has reached the conclusions that 
the prohibition concerning "long-ap.d-short 
h au l” charges is limited to cases having 
•‘ substantially sim ilar” conditions; that 
carriers are to use their discretion and 
judgment, in the first instance, subject to 
appeal to the Commission and the Courts 
in regard to similarity of conditions ; that 
competition (1) by water carrier, (2) by for­ 
eign road, (3) between roads subject to the 
statute, may make dissimilar ■circumstances 
entitling to" relief from the prohibition of 
the section. 
When asked concerning the general in­ 
terpretation put upon the ruling, General 
Traffic Manager Stubbs, of the Southern 
Pacific, 
said 
to-day 
that 
it 
was 
difficult to make a fair statement on 
only the press dispatch, which is but an 
abstract of a long decision. 
“ There may 
be,” he said, “ clauses and explanations in 
the ruling not contained in this dispatch, 
which would necessarily qualify any state­ 
ment made at this time. 
We presume, so 
far as we are able to judge from thegeneral 
tenor of this dispatch, that the Commission 
takes precisely the same view as taken by 
the Southern Pacific Company ant} ex­ 
pressed by Mr. llaym ond. 
In other words, 
this is that the fourth section prohibits 
higher rates for shorter than longer dis­ 
tances, which include the shorter only 
when the circumstances and conditions are 
similar. 
W hen the circumstances and con­ 
ditions are dissimilar, there is no prohibi­ 
tion. 
That the question as to what con­ 
stitutes a dissimilarity of circumstances 
or 
conditions 
is 
a 
judicial 
question 
that not even the Interstate Commerce 
Commission can determine; the carriers 
must judge of the circumstances and con­ 
ditions for themselves, taking the risk of 
violating the law. 
So lar as we can judge 
from the press dispatches, the Commission 
assists the carriers to som e extent by ex­ 
pressing an opinion and giving illustrations 
of what, in its judgment, should constitute 
a sufficiency of dissimilarity of conditions. 
Among those cases is ours, in which we 
have competition with water curriers and 
foreign corporations not subject to the law. 
In other words, so far as we can judge, the 
Commission has put such a construction 
on the Act as to warrant us in making 
rates necessary to meet the competition of 
the Pacific Mail, sailing vessels and the 
Canadian Pacific, without reducing local 
rates on traffic which is not subject to that 
competition, provided that the rates on this 
other trafile is reasonaule j w sc. 
“ The ruling, of course, is no', final ; it is 
of value because it aids in the interpreta­ 
tion of the law. 
The Southern Pacific has 
a case before the Commission now which 
is yet to be heard. 
I presume the cases 
will be taken up separately and special 
orders made. 
W e w ill probably receive a 
notice of the enforcement of the law on 
July 7th. 
Unquestionably then we will 
fix our rates according to the best judg­ 
ment on the question of similarity or dis­ 
similarity of conditions. 
We have always 
held that our case had dissimilar condi­ 
tions. 
It is absurd to tbiük that Congress 
designed to tie our hands in our effort to 
compete with ocean carriers and a foreign 
road. 
If, as I judge from certain illustra­ 
tions given in the dispatch, competing 
railroad lines may make out dissimilar 
circumstances and be relieved Irom the 
prohibition, that fourth section is o f no 
consequence so far as we are concerned.” 
At the headquarters of the Atlantic and 
Pacific road sim ilar views were expressed 
of the interpretation of the ruling. 
It was 
judged that in a general wav the transcon­ 
tinental roads were relieved from the action 
of the prohibitory clause. 
The question 
now will be, whetner, supposing the trans­ 
continental lines make a low through rate, 
the trunk lines— the Pennsylvania, New 
York Central and others—will join in and 
assist in maintaining the rate.
